Orange City is very pleasantly situated in the high rolling pine lands in the southern 
part of Volusia County. 113 miles south of Jacksonville, and 25 miles from the Atlantic 
coast, yet sufficiently removed from the ocean to avoid the occasional sharp winds of win- 
ter, hut within reach of its cooling breezes which greatly modify the heat of summer. This 
rolling country is covered with the odorous pine, whose breath is laden with health and 
strength; the atmosphere is dry. and free from all the miasma that lingers along the coast 
and the banks of the rivers and many lakes, the stimulating, bracing power of the sea 
breeze is felt as it is wafted through the pines with its soothing influence and quiets the 
over-taxed nerves.

Before leaving Jacksonville better wire 
Orange City livery stable, to be sure of carriage at the landing.
